Vern (W5UYF) reported that there are no known or reported problems with 
either repeater. 


Unfinished Business:

3B8, MAURITIUS. Hans, PA3HGT, will be active as 3B8/PA3HGT from Mauritius 
(AF-049) between September 4-24th. Activity will be holiday style on 
40/20/10 meters using mostly SSB, and possibly some Digital modes. 
Equipment will be an Icom IC7100 into an Endfed antenna. QSL via his home 
callsign, direct or by the Bureau. No LOTW or eQSL; he prefers a real 
card! 


9X, RWANDA (Update). Members of the Italian DX Team (IDT) are planning 
a DXpedition to Rwanda between late September 27th and October 12th. The 
callsign has been announced as 9XO0T. They are seeking input for the needs 
on both bands and modes. DXers can take the survey at:
